TEHRAN, May 12 (R.) — Prospects for the appointment of a 
provisional prime minister of Iran suffered a setback tonight when 
the ruling Revolutionary Council and the cabinet failed to decide 
on a nominee. After a joint meeting of the council and the cabinet, 
a spokesman said: “There were no negotiations about choosing a 
prime minister and i see it as improbable that a premier will be 
chosen.” He said this was because the country’s new pari ia mem — 
which would have to approve any government appointments — 
would be assembling soon, and a prime minister would only be 
appointed in advance of this if it was felt to be a matter of urgency. 
President Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr, who earlier today held talks 
with the son of revolutionary leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini, has been trying to set up a broad-based government under 
a moderate premier before parliament convenes. But the effort 
appeared tonight to have run into problems, apparently because 
of opposition by the Islamic Republican Party which dominated 
the country's recent parliamentary elections..

CAIRO, May 12 (R)— Egyptian 
Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil 
submitted his cabinet's res- 
ignation today in preparation for 
major political and economic 
changes expected to be 
announced by President Anwar 
Sadat on Wednesday. 

Dr. Khalil told reporters the 
cabinet submitted its resignation 
to President Sadat to allow him to 
introduce changes in the country. 

In his letter of resignation. Dr. 
Khalil said: “Now that a new stage 
of national action begins, we are* 
confident you, Mr. Sadat, will 
make the correct decisions taking 
into consideration the country's 
interests.” 

Dr. KhaliTs cabinet was formed 
in June last year and was the first- 
party government under President 
Sadat's multi-party system. 

It represented the National 
Democratic Party led by President 
Sadat himself. 

Dr. KhalD said his cabinet had 
done its best and carried out the 
government's plan with “great 
capability and honesty.” 

Dr. Khalil told reporters that he 
was placing himself at the disposal 
of President Sadat ”and I will be 
willing to serve in any position he 
may ask me to fill.*'

U.S. confident 
autonomy talks 
to resume soon 


WASHINGTON. May 12 
(R)-- State Department officials 
said today they were confident 
that Egypt and Israel would 
resume their stalled Palestinian 
autonomy talks soon. 

The negotiations were dis- 
cussed at a White House meeting 
today between President Carter, 
Secretary of State Edmund Mus- 
kie and Middle East negotiator 
Sol Linowitz. 

Mr. Muskie, who has been in 
office less than a week, also wa«. 
briefed at the State Department 
by Mr. Samuel Lewis, the U.S. 
ambassador to Israel, and Mr. 
Alfred Atherton, the ambassador 
to Egypt. The ambassadors were 
brought back for consultations fol- 
lowing Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s surprise announcement of 
an indefinite suspension of the 
talks with Israel. 

Egypt's next move was 
expected to be outlined in a major 
speech by Mr. Sadat on Wed- 
nesday. 


TEL AVIV, May 12 (Agencies) -- 
Israeli police today forced Arab 
shopkeepers to go to their stores 
in occupied Jerusalem in an 
attempt to break a week-long 
commercial strike. 

Elsewhere in the occupied ter- 
ritories, partial strikes were 
observed to protest the expulsion 
of three Palestinian leaders to 
Lebanon. 

Israel Radio reported that large 
numbers of police and border 
troops patrolled the Arab sector 
of Jerusalem. By mid-afternoon, 
many merchants had been forced 
to qpen their shops. 

Several shopkeepers in Nablus 
and Al Bireh heeded a call by a 
Palestinian group known as the 
“National Guidance Committee” 
for a three-day strike protesting 
Israels refusal to allow the exiled 
mayors of Hebron and Halhoul 
and the Hebron religious judge to 
return to their homes. But troops 
later threatened to use force to 
open the shops and the merchants 
OTmplied with orders to open their 
stores. 

Arab youths in Ramaiiah and 
Nablus threw stones at Israeli veh- 
icles, and one driver was slightly 
injured when a stone smashed his 
windshield, a spokesman for the 
military government said. 

Yesterday, Israeli troops 
blocked an attempt by the three to 


isations and is regarded by many 
Palestinians to be the most 
influential political body in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

The council called the strike to 
protest the expulsions from the 
West Bank ten days ago of Arab 
mayors Fahd Qawasmi and

Israeli authorities warned the 
mayors and chambers of com- 
merce of most West Bank towns to 
ignore the strike call.

Egyptian group accuses Sadat 
of adopting individual decisions 


CAIRO, May 12 (R> — A group of 
54 prominent Egyptians, includ- 
ing two former vice-presidents 
and five former ministers, today 
called for a more representative 
system of government and criti- 
cised what they described as ad 
hoc individual ikci> toils. 

In a statement, they accused 
President Anwar Sadat's gov- 
ernment of disregarding the con- 
stitution and making opposition 
irrelevant.

VIENNA. May 12 (Rl - Libyan 
embassies in several countries 
were taken over by students and 
other Libyans today and turned 
inio ’“peoples bureaus." 

The missions in Vienna, Berne, 
East Berlin, Warsaw, Ankara, 
Dacca, Prague Brussels and Bel- 
grade were taken over and a 
spokesman for a popular com- 
mittee of Libyans formed to run 
the Vienna embassy told Reuters 
that altogether i5 embassies 
would be converted into peoples 
bureaus today. 

The spokesman said the action 
was in response to a call by Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafj last 
year for the people to take over 
running the country. Last Sep- 
tember eight Libyan missions 
abroad were taken over bv popu- 
lar committees. 

A spokesman for the committee 
at the Vienna embassy said some 
of the embassy staff would sray on 
in Austria. The ambassador how- 
ever would return home, as "he is 
a representative of the gov- 
ernment,” the spokesman said. 

The spokesman said that as the 
people were now running the 
Libyan Jamahiriya h, it was only 
logical to extend this control to 
Libyan missions abroad. 

In Ankara, the Libyan ambas- 
sador to Turkey. Mr. Saadeddin 
Abu Shwerib, attended the meet- 
ing at which the peoples com- 
mittee was elected but he was not 
made a member of the committee, 
a spokesman said. 

A Swiss foreign ministry 
spokesman said the Swiss gov- 
ernment had been informed of the 
change today by a note from the 
Libyan embassy.

The foreign ministry has also 
instructed Jordan's permanent 
representative at the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission in Geneva to 
present a similar complaint, the 
agency reported.

Report slams Israeli 
financial management 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 12 (AP) — The state comptroller, 
Israel's watchdog over the government, today slammed the state's 
financial management and warned against the danger of an economic 
collapse. 

Mr. Yitzhak Nebemzhal, introducing the 30th annual com- 
ptroller’s report in a news conference, also warned against a foreign 
debt that was growing by one dollar per day for each of the 3.6 million 
Israelis. He said the debt grew by SI billion in the nine months up to 
last January to reach a total $11 billion. 

He cautioned that Israel will soon be unable “to buy oil and raw 
■ materials, to equip the array and to pay our internal and external 
debts unless we adopt drastic changes, not in a few years, but now." 

Mr. Nebenzhal also took a swipe at the much vaunted army, 
which he found lagging in manpower, equipment and preparedness 
for war. In a reserve division he spotchecked. Mr. Nebenzhal found 
vehicles held on a reserve war footing without batteries and with 
empty gas tanks. 

Some reserve units were 20-75 per cent short of manpower in 
professional fields like the signal corps. Ammunition was missing and 
unaccounted for. he said. 

Continuing defence missions assigned to one brigade were not 
carried out in full, partly because the manpower and weapons were 
“below standard,” the report said. 

The government, said the report, failed to cany out announced 
policy decisions. Ministers have spent their budgets with impunity 
because no sanctions existed in law and the rosters of civil servants 
were growing longer. 

Mr. Nebenzhal 'held out little hope for ending borrowing. “Sec- 
urity needs, as of now, have not lessened despite the peace treaty with 
Egypt,” and the price of oil is rocketing, he noted.

OBSERVING the scene in the middle of the King Hussein 
Bridge over the River Jordan on Sunday, one could not 
help asking oneself anew what force it is that enables those 
helmeted figures on the other side of the barricade to push 
the unarmed people on this side away from their homeland. 

The mid-bridge confrontation as three Palestinian 
leaders tried to re-enter the homeland from which they had 
been summarily deported the week before was, of course, a 
“media event" calculated to arouse the conscience of the 
world with regard to all the injustices inherent in the Pales- 
tine dilemma. 

Before the three leaders and their supporters arrived at 
the bridge, however, one could watch the less dramatic, ■ 
more routine scenes which are played out there every day: 
the passage back and forth of tourist buses and produce 
trucks; the repressed rage of the university lecturer refused 
entry by the Israelis for no explicable reason; and through- 
out, the patience of the crowds of ordinary people — young 
mothers with babes-in-arms, students with their pos- 
sessions tied in bundles, sick old ladies sitting wearily in the 
shade — waiting to cross into their homeland and knowing 
of the delays and humiliations lying ahead of them on the 
other side of the muddy river. 

It is a patience bred of thirteen, or 32, years of exile. 
Aided by the strong arm of the struggle for justice, it is a 
patience and a yearning that must soon inexorably yield its 
reward. 

The actions of the Israeli occupation forces, in evicting 
the Palestinians, demolishing their homes, expropriating 
their land for settlements and, as we have seen, literally 
pushing them out of their land, are no longer being greeted 
with indifference by the world community. At the bridge on 
Sunday, the Palestinians, as Mayor Milhem said, came 
armed only with the Security Council resolution calling on 
Israel to allow them to return home. Does the world com- 
munity accept that its will, thus expressed, should prove no 
match for the arbitrary orders of an occupation army with 
which the Israelis seek- to rebuff the determination of the 
three leaders — and the 1,600 other deportees, and the 
millions of Palestinians outside the homeland — to reclaim 
their national rights and their human dignity? 

It is significant that while the world press recorded 
Sunday’s events from the Jordanian side of the bridge, 
there were no reporters or television cameras in evidence 
on the Israeli-occupied side. It was equally obvious that it 
was not the strength of a few Israeli soldiers that was really 
pushing the Palestinian people away from their homeland, 
but a much greater force supplied virtually in toto by the 
United States of America. 

With the escalation of the popular struggle inside the 
occupied territories, there is at the same time an upsurge of 
concern over the illogical fact that Arab oil and Arab 
wealth continues to contribute to the arsenal of might with 
which the United States nurtures and supports the Zionist 
settlers, squatters and arrivistes in Palestine. This is a con- 
tradiction which cries out to be resolved. A trip to the 
barricades on the river drives home the awful truth of that.

AL RAT: HU Majesty King Hussein explained while receiving

Arab draft 
ILO decision 
drawn up 


AMMAN, May 12 (JNA) - The 
government today endorsed a 
draft resolution to "be presented to 
the international Labour Organ- 
isation (JLO), condemning 
Israel's establishment of set- 
tlements in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. 

The resolution will be presented 
to the U.N. headquarters in 
Geneva before it goes to the ILO 
conference, which will be held 
there next month. 

Jordan will be presenting the 
resolution on behalf of the Arab 
group, in implementation of a 
decision taken at an Arab Labour 
Organisation meeting in Baghdad 
in March. 

The resolution refers to Israel's 
amendment of article S3 of the 
Jordanian labour law in force in 
the West Bank. This amendment 
affects elections in, and mem- 
bership of, labour unions. 

The Arab resolution also deals 
with the adverse effects on 
Arab labourers of the presence of 
Israeli settlements in the occupied 
Arab lands, as was made clear in a 
recent ILO report on the con- 
dition of labourers in the Arab ter- 
ritories.

He will head the committee, 
which includes Dr. Subi Qasem, 
dean of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan: Dr. Sa'ad 
Sharaout from the Ministry of 
Agriculture: Dr. Munthir Had- 
dadin, vice-chairman of the Jor- 
dan Valley Authority; Dr. Basel 
Jardaneh, vice-president of the 
National Planning Council and 
Dr. Sami Sunna'. acting director 
of the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration. 

Also on the committee are Mr. 
Abdul Mun'im Abu Nuwwar, 
executor of the 1975 agricultural 
survey, and Mr. Zaki Takhrouri, 
executor of the upcoming survey. 
Both are employees of the 
Department of Statistics. 

This week representatives from 
the Ministry of Supply, the Cen- 
tral Bank, the National Resources 
Authority, the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Corporation and Agricul- 
tural Engineers' Association will 
be appointed to the committee. 

The steering committee will 
meet for the first time next week.

Sheikh Rajah eloquently 
explained their right to return 
based on human justice and the 
Security Council resolution, and 
the Israelis again responded with 
silence. 

Behind the three leaders, a 
crowd of several hundred Pales- 
tinians began to lose patience, and 
their emotions heightened. Wav- 
ing placards and giant banners, 
they began to chant ■■Palestine is 
our land.’ **P-L-0, Israel no", 
and ■• Palestine is the land of the 
free, from the river to the sea." 

Some placards read: “ America 
is the numhei one enemy.” Long 
banners said the Israeli depor- 
tations violated ihe Geneva con- 
ventions and United Nations 
resolutions and said Israel nmsi 
comply with the Security Council 
resolution. 

Mayor Milhem tried to push his 
way past the Israeli soldiers and 
managed to advance slightly with 
the support of the surging crowd. 
More Israeli tn»ops quickly 
arrived and thrust Mr. Milhem 
hack over the gate; he fell hack 
onto ihe crowd.

Mr. (Juwasini. speaking 
hoarsely in a calm voice, told the 
Israeli officer in English that 
Begin and his supporters " ire 
robbing you and me. They don t 
want peace really.

In a final, impassioned appeal.

With nothing but silence com- 
ing Imm the Israeli side. Mayor 
0*w;<smt evasperaiedly asked: 
"You're noi listening? You don't 
unde ■ stand English? Can we 
repeal it in Vrabic? Repeat it in 
Hebrew?" It was to no avail. 
"They are dear." said one of the 
mayor's supporters. 

VII the Israelis would agree to 
do was to check once more with 
the military governor-general's 
office and return with definitive 
instructions. In i he meantime, it 
was agreed, the bridge would lv 
cleared completely on both sides. 
Sheikh Rajah and the other \rah 
leaders asked their followers to 
pull hack from the bridge for five 
minutes while the final Israeli 
answer was awaited. 

Mayor Milhem told the assem- 
bled press corps- "We know the 
answer... We know the Israelis. 
We hope that one day we will 
achieve our safe return." 

Vsked what the deportees 
would do next, he said; "We are 
going lo escalate and reinforce our 
struggle for our right to return. 
The Vrab stales and the Vrab 
League and the PLO are all going 
to press (he Security Council to 
implement its resolutions. We will 


spate no means whatsoever, in 
Vmenca. in Europe, in the Arab 
World, anywhere in the world, to 
secure a safe and honourable 
teiurn lor us and the oihct depor- 
tees who were pushed by force 
from their families, from their 
universities, from their farms in 
Palestine." 

Liii.iJIv. the Israeli officer 
approached the barriers, carrying 
the governor's radioed reply. The 
mayors, the sheikh. Mr. Saleh, the 
press and Palestinian notables 
such as the President of Binceil 
University, Dr. Hanna Nasir, 
approached the Israelis to hear the 
answer. 

"This deportation order is still 
in power and as long as it is in 
power you can't enter/' the officer 
said, quoting the governor. 
"That's all I have to say." 

\fter hearing the answer, the 
group realised that their point had 
been made. Those still sitting at 
the end of the bridge where they 
had awaited the Israeli reply, con- 
tinued to sing and chant. They 
joined the West Bank leaders on 
the bridge and engaged in a chorus 
of Palestinian nationalist songs. 

\ group ot young women, many 
of them Imm the University of 
Jordan, intoned: "Long live the 
brotherly ties between the Pales- 
tinian and Jordanian people." 

The three leaders were hoisted 
on the shoulders of the crowd and 
carried away from the bridge, 
chanting victory slogans for hav- 
ing shown the world Israel's true 
imace.

tries «ind television sets rationed, 
customers still demand them. 
With the Government setting 
prices, these scarcities have not as 
a rule brought higher prices. 

After years of steady prices, 
however, the government started 
the price increases last year when 
it moved to boost farmers' 
incomes by paying more for farm 
products. For foods other than 
such staples as grain and cooking 
oil. prices paid by consumers also 
were raised, but urban workers 
were receiving a five-yuan 153.33 1 
monthly subsidy to cope with this. 
Some products also now can be 
sold on free markets, but there are 
price guidelines for these. 

Since last year, the government 
has told all those involved in 
commerce that they would not be 
allowed to join in the price- 
boosting. If their costs rose, it said, 
they must find ways to lower their 
production costs. 

Last month, the government set 
a one-month deadline for can- 
cellation of all unauthorised price 
hikes of the last five months. It 
said they were burdening the peo- 
ple and harming the government's 
prestige. It blamed these increases 
on enterprises seeking bigger pro- 
fits and bonuses. After the 
downfall of the Communist 
Party's radicals in 19"rj. profits 
now are encouraged again, but 
they are supposed to be achieved 
by hard work. 

In its warning last month, the 
government ai so said prices would 
be held stable for such necessities 
as grain, cooking oil. cotton, 
sugar, salt, rent tuition, utilities 
and transportation charges. It said 
there would be no further 
increases for the next several years 
after boosts last year. 


LONDON. May 12 (Agencies) -- 
Coal is the only fuel which could 
supply the bulk of the extra energy 
the world will need in the next 20 
years but output would have to 
rise to two and a half or three 
times the present level, an expert 
report published today said. 

The world coal study contains 
the conclusions of SO experts from 
16 coal producing nations who 
spent a year and a half examining 
the subject under the leadership of 
Professor Carroll Wilson of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT). The study 
suggested coal would have to sup- 
ply between 50 per cent and two 
thirds of additional energy the 
world will need during the next 20 
years. 

"The world cannot depend on a 
supply of petroleum any greater 
than that received in 197S." said 
British participant Sir William 
Hawthorne, master of Churchill 
College. Cambridge, and a former 
government energy adviser. "In 
spite of a substantial increase in 
nuclear energy, most of the 
increase in energy will have to 
come from some other source. 
This source must be coal." Sir Wil- 
liam said. 

The report said a massive effort 
would he needed to produce and 
ship the coal, adding that, for 
example, international trade in 
steam coal would have to grow by 
10 to 15 times. It said this would 
need an estimated 1.000 new bulk 
carrier ships of 100.0013 tonnes 
each. 77ie experts reporred they 
were "cautiously optimistic" that 
the required investment in coal, 
predicted at S 1,000 billion for 
countries within the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), could be 
made. 


“The amount of capital 
required to expand the production 
transport and user facilities to tri- 
ple the use of coal ts within the 
capacity of domestic and inter- 
national capital markets, though 
difficulties in financing large coal 
projects in some developing coun- 
tries may require special sol- 
utions." the study said. 

It said technology existed to 
enable coal to be mined and 
burned in ways that met environ- 
mental objections, adding that the 
technology could be applied with- 
out unacceptable increases in cost. 
The study said: "The present 
knowledge of possible carbon 
.dio xide effe cts on climate does 
not justify delaying the expansion 
of coal use," adding that action 
was needed at once to begin rais- 
ing coal output and use if energy 
needs are to be met. 

Ti said coal reserves were very 
large, many times those of oil and 
gas, and were capable of meeting 
increased demands well into the 
21st century when newer energy 
sources might be made extensively 
available. 

Countries involved in the study 
were Australia, Canada, China. 
Denmark, Finland, France, West 
Germany. India, Indonesia, Italy, 
Japan, Netherlands, Poland, Swe- 
den. the United Kingdom and the 
United States. 

Meanwhile, Saudi Arabia, the 
main foreign oil supplier to the 
United States, will maintain its 
current 9.5 million barrels-a-day 
oil output at least through the end 
of this year, the Newsletter Pet- 
roleum Intelligence Weekly 
reported yesterday. 

The widely-followed pub- 
lication said Saudi authorities at 
the highest level approved the pol- 
icy.

Maradona achieves soccer fame 

LONDON, May 12 (R) — Such is the impact Diego Maradona has 
made during his brief soccer career that British fens have already 
added his name to their list of all-time greats. The 19 year-old's 
breathtaking performance in Argentina’s 3- 1 win over Scotland ar 
Glasgow's Hampden Park last June promptly elevated him into 
the ranks of Pete. Cruyff and Di Stefano. 

Tomorrow night England must attempt to stifle the Argen- 
tine's talents when the countries meet in a friendly international at 
Wembley stadium. 

Following Barcelona's abortive attempt to import him into 
Spanish soccer, Maradona is being billed here as the "six million 
dollar man" . Liverpool midfielder Ray Kennedy will probably be 
handed the unenviable task of Maradona's marker but his lack of 
pace could leave him chasing shadows under Wembley's flood- 
lights. 

England Manager Ron Greenwood, a devotee of entertaining 
soccer, is excited by the prospect of seeing the teenage sensation 
in action. He said: “I am looking forward to seeing young 
Maradona us much as the spectators. I have never seen him play 
but I have read a lot about him. I think it is going to be quite a 
game. Argentina must come to Europe in two years to defend the 
World Cup so this match is important to them.” 

"I believe friendlies like this should be a platform for what 
football is all about. Certainly, if we have anything to do with it, it 
will be a game to remember. Argentina's attitude in the world cup 
in 1978 suggests they think, the same way," Ron Greenwood 
added. 

At the same time. Greenwood will be looking for a victory as a 
confidence boost before his side travel to Italy next month for the 
European championships. League champions Liverpool provide 
the backbone of the English side with five representatives, but 
Greenwood will be looking to his exiled duo of Kevin Keegan and 
Tony Woodcock to topple the world champions. 

Both have been in superb form in the West German League 
where Woodcock's displays have made him the toast of Cologne. 
Keegan, in his last days with Hamburg before returning to Eng- 
land to join Southampton, has masterminded his team’s prog- 
ression to their European Cup final date with Nottingham Forest 
in Madrid on May 28. 

Table tennis proposed for 1988 Olympics 

CALCUTTA, May 12 (R) — The Asian Table Tennis Union 
today endorsed a proposal for the inclusion of table tennis in the 
1988 Olympic Games. A union official said a formal proposal 


"would be sent to the Interna tionai Olympic Association. 

Approval- for the move was given at the union's biennial con- 
gress which coincides with the fifth Asian table tennis champ- 
ionships here. 

Meanwhile, the richest ever table tennis tournament, the 
sport's first World Cup. will be staged in Hong Kong this summer. 

Roy Evans, president of the international federation, 
announced here today that 16 of the world's top players will 
contest £16,000 prize money in the new Cunard centre, Hong 
Kong from August 28-31. 

The new event, which will be held annually, will be restricted to 
a maximum of two players from any one country. The winner will 
collect £5,500. 

In the Calcutta games today Japan had little difficulty in defeat- 
ing Malaysia in the men's team contest and Indonesia in the 
women's on the third day of the fifth Asian table tennis champ- 
ionships. 

In fourth round, second stage, matches of the Round Robin 
Tournament continuing until May 1 S, the Japanese playing excel- 
lent table tennis overwhelmed their opponents without giving a 
game away. 

Defending champions China downed India 3-0 in the women's 
team tournament. In another women's encounter, Thailand 
ousted Australia 3-1. 


Balloonists crossing U.S. land in Quebec 


QUEBEC. May 1 2 ( R ) — Balloonist Maxie Anderson and his son 
Kris today safely touched down on the Gaspe Peninsula in 
Quebec to complete the first balloon flight across North America. 

Andepion. 45. and his son 23. landed in the balloon Kilty 
Hawk about three kilometres south of Grosses- Roche, 99 hours 
and 54 minutes after taking off from San Francisco Iasi Thursday 
on the 4.80U kilometres trip. Pete Leavitt, a spokesman for the 
Andcrsons. said the flight was completely successful. 

The Andersens had planned to land during the night at Pre- 
sque Isle. Maine, but decided to watt until daybreak to seek a flat, 
open space to land the 20-storey-high balloon. 

In August 1978. Anderson and fellow balloonists Dan 
Abruzzo and Larry Newman began the first successful trans- 
Atlantic balloon crossing from Presque Isle, landing outside Paris. 

Mr. Leavitt said he had spoken to Maxie Anderson, who was 
in Mutune near Grosses- Roche, by telephone.

Rebel soldiers claim 


full control of Uganda 


KAMPALA, May 12 (A P) - A 
spokesman for rebel soliders loyal to 
Army Chief of Staff David Oyite Ojok 
said today they were in full control of 


Uganda, but an aide to civilian Pres- 
ident Godfrey Binaisa said Mr. 
Binaisa was still freely exercising the 
powers of his office. 


Soldiers backing. Brigadier 
Ojok held control of the gov- 
ernment radio station and Kam- 
pala’s main post office for the sec- 
ond day. although few soldiers 
were seen on the streets. Many 
office workers stayed home and 
the capital remained quiet. 

“The military commission is in 
full control of the country," the 
spokesman said in Kampala. He 
said the commission was in con- 
tinuous session. 

Mr. Binaisa was at his official 
residence in Entebbe. 32 
kilometres from Kampala. He was 
reported yesterday under the pro- 
lection of soldiers from 
neighbouring Tanzania. 

Asked whether Mr. Binaisa 
continued to act as president, an 
aide, reached by telephone, 
replied: “Oh, yes." 

Unconfirmed reports said 
Brigadier Ojok and his military 
allies were at Entebbe, possibly 
for a meeting with Mr. Binaisa. 

Travellers said Entebbe airport, 
about 1.6 kilometres from Mr. 
Binaisa's residence, remained 
open but Tanzanian soldiers there 
were on full alert. They said there 1 
was also a Tanzanian alert at 
Scroti airport in eastern Uganda, 
site of a flying school and an air- 
strip capable of taking jet planes. 

The traveller* said the Tan- 
zanians were manning anti- 
aircraft gun positions at both air- 
ports. 

Despite a military call for 
Ugandans to go to work as usual, 
streets were nearly deserted in 
Kampala and few cars were run- 
ning at 8:30 a.m.. when the city of 
400.000 is usually bustling. Most 
taxis were not operating. 

Banks, government offices and 
many shops opened an hour later, 
although many were short of 
workers. The post office, on the 
main street, remained dosed 
under military guard. 

The military revolt developed 
after Mr. Binaisa. citing a worse- 


ning security situation, dismissed 
Brigadier Ojok from his’ army 
command Saturday. Supported by 
allies in the military commission, 
he refused to go. 

The six- man commission com- 
mands troops and has no powers 
of decision. It is an arm of the 
National Consultative Council, 
the interim parliament pending 
elections scheduled for 
December.

Mr. Obote. in Tanzanian exile 
since he was overthrown by dic- 
tator Idi Xmin in [971. plans to 
return home this month to prepare 
for presidential elections in which 
he would he Mr. Binaisa’ s main 
opponent. 

The commission’s chairman is 
Labour Minister Paul Muwanga. 
another Obote backer. Mr. 
Binaisa shifted Mr. Muwanga 
from a more powerful job us 
minister of internal affairs, in 


charge of civilian security forces, 
in a cabinet shuffle some months 
ago. 

In Dar es Salaam, the Tan- 
zanian capital, Mr. Obote said yes- 
terday he was not behind the crisis 
and would not return if the milit- 
ary rebels called him back. 

The revolt presented Lfgandans 
with their second and potentially 
most explosive government crisis 
in the year since Tanzanian troops 
and a small Ugandan exile force 
ousted Amin and ended an 
oppressive military regime. Polit- 
ical squabbling among civilian and 
military factions forced Mr. 
Yusufu Lule. the first president 
after Amin, out of office after only 
two months. 

Mr. Binaisa received Tanzanian 
endorsement to succeed Mr. Lule. 
But the British-trained lawyer, 
who spent most of the Amin years 
in the United States has been 
unable to curb inflation, large- 
scale corruption and repeated 
waves of revenge killings and 
armed robberies. 

The military commission 
appeared to be moving cautiously 
in their drive to take power from 
Mr. Binaisa. Some observers 
believed they were unsure of the 
reaction of some 10,000 Tan- 
zanian troops who remain in 
Uganda and are still the country’s 
strongest armed force. 

The commission has avoided 
declaring an all-out coup. It 
denied Mr. Binais.i u*e of the gov- 
trnment radio but made no 
immediate move to oust him from 
his Entebbe residence. 

Lute last night, the commission 
broadcast a ban on all foreign 
exchange transactions, another 
sign of a step-by-step extension of 
its claimed authority. 

An employee at the gov- 
ernment radio said this morning: 
“The military authorities are the 
ones making announcements. We 
don’t know what is actually taking 
place." 


Following air attack 

Bahamas to consult U.N. 
about action against Cuba 


NASSAU. May 12 (AP) -- Accusing Cuba of an "illegal and 
unprovoked" air attack on a Bahamian gunboat and a terrifying 
flyover of a remote Island town, the government of the Bahamas 
said it may protest to the United Nations. 

The Bahamian national security council said ir was protesting 
the Cuban actions “in the strongest terms." would consult the 
United Nations Security Council about taking action against Cuba 
and is demanding reparations to be named later. 

Bahamian officials and the U.S. coast guard were searching 
today for four seamen missing and presumed dead in the waters 
just south of Cay San Domingo. 

The Bahamian government said that on Saturday night, after 
the 31 .4-metre gunboat Flamingo seized two Cuban fishing boats 
suspected of poaching in Bahamian waters. Cuban MiG jet fight- 
ers strafed and sank the gunboat. Cuban officials reportedly said 
they thought the Royal Bahamas Defence Force gunboat was a 
pirate ship. 

Yesterday morning, the government said. Cuban jets, a trans- 
port plane and a helicopter made simulated rocket runs just above 
the tree tops of Duncan Town for several hours. The helicopter 
allegedly landed briefly. Duncan Town is on Ragged Island, about 
104 kilometres north of the eastern Cuban coast. 

In Washington, rhe U.S. State Department issued a statement 
saying the initial reports indicated Cuba was guilty of a “cross 
violation of international law " 

The Bahamian council, after a 12-hour meeting in Nassau, 
demanded assurance from Cuban officials “that, in the future, the 
territorial integrity of the Bahamas will be respected." 

Bahamian Minister for External Affairs Paul Adderley said he 
hud received a message, “purporting to have come from the 
Cuban government." that claimed Cuban officials believed the 
Flamingo was a pirate ship attacking the fishing vessels and kid- 
napping the crew. 

“Flamingo was of classical naval design, was painted gray naval 
colours, was flying the Bahamian flags and bore other marks of 
identification that would clearly distinguish her as a government 
ship." the council protested. 

The Flamingo was believed to have been in the area on routine 
patrol to stop lobster and fish poachers in Bahamian waters. The 
Bahamas banned commercial fishing in 1975, claiming a 320- 
kilomeire territorial limit. A number of U.S. and Cuban- 
Americun fishermen have been charged with violations, but Mr. 
Joe Edwards uf the Bahamas news bureau said it was rare for 
Cuban boats to be found in Bahamian waters. 

The incident was not believed to have any connection with the 
boatlift of Cuban refugee* from the port of Mariel to Kev West, 
Florida.

Hua lashes out at ‘shortcomings’ of 
Deng’s economic modernisation plan

TOKYO— In what could he a 
not-sn-oblique attack on Senior 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping. 
Communist Party Chairman Hua 
Guofeng has lashed out at what he 
says are shortcomings of the 
Deng- in spired economic mod- 
ernisation plan carried out in 
China. 

The 57-year-old Mr. Hua chose 
an important forum from which to 
launch his barbs at the doughty, 
75-year-oJd party vice- 
chairman— a conference of polit- 
ical commissar* in Peking late last 
month. 

Mr. Hua said material and 
financial incentives — the heart of 
Mr. Deng's economic mod- 
ernisation plan — are fine, but they 
must be balanced with ideological 
indoctrination. 

“No good result could be 
achieved if undue emphasis was 
placed on economic methods and 
material rewards while political 
work and efforts to raise the peo- 
ple’s ideological awareness were 
relaxed." the official Xinhua 
News Agency quoted Mr. Hua as 
saying. 

Then he *uid: “Primary atten- 
tion should be paid to raising the 
ideological consciousness of the 
people in solving economic prob- 
lems and in doing every kind of 
work, including strengthening the 
modernisation of the army.”" 

These statements evoke the last 
big crisis of Mr. Deng’s life, his 
purge in 1976 at the hands of the 
party’s ultra-leftists, led b\ 


within army ranks that too little 
emphasis is being given to ideolog- 
ical training. 

As commandcr-in-chief of the 
army, along with his other titles. 
Mr." Hua was guaranteed a 
respectful hearing. Mr. Deng does 
not seem to have hcen present. A 
recent speech in which he urged 
more political work in the army 
was "relayed" to the conference. 

Mr. Hua and Mr. Deng see eye 
to eye on political work in the 
army, but obviously disagree on 
political work as applied to the 
economy. 

By dragging a disagreement 
into the open, Mr. Hua’s speech 
can hardly have pleased Mr.

KEY WEST. May 12 (APj - \ 
sudden resurgence in the Cuban 
boat lift has swelled the number of 
refugees reaching the United 
Stales to 36.000 and also chimed 
another victim. 

After a three -day lull, possibly 
caused by thunderstorms along 
the Cuban coast, more than 5.300 
refugees arrived yesterday. It was 
the largest single -day influx of the 
three-week seutili mounted by- 
American small-boat owners 
sympathetic to the Cubans’ plight. 

Also arriving was the body of 
the seventh Cuban- American to 
die on the 90-mile route. The 
body of 58-year-old Rafael Tru- 
jillo was picked up by a coast 
guard cutter from a 24-foot boat 
en route to Key West from the 
Cuban port of Mariel with no 
refugees, coast guard officials 
said. 

“The boat apparently had lost 
its way and the crew was dis- 
oriented." said Lieutenant J.G. 
Nimick. “They saw a tugboat pul- 
ling a barge and went over to ask 
directions. They accidentally ran 
into the tow line and the man suf- 
fered a severed jugular vein. He 
had bled to death when we 
arrived.” 

Coast euard cutters picked up 
260 refugees from overloaded 


vessels yesterday, and the navy 
amphihious assault ship Saipan 
carried 1 34 refugees picked up by 
coast guard helicopters. 

Four hoars were detained by 
U.S. officials over the weekend 
after their return from Martel. A 
total of eight vessels have been 
detained since the boatlift began. 

The U.S. Justice Department 
said boats considered dangerously 
unsafe or suspected of engaging in 
profiteering could face legal 
action. 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast, May 12 
( R) — Pope John Paul left Africa 
for Rome today after a triumphant 
ten-day tour which ended with a 
visit by helicopter to a leper col- 
ony. 

“I wanted my last visit in Africa 
to be with yoii," the white-robed 
Pontiff told 250 lepers af the 
jungle -village of Adzope, 90 
kilometres from here, run by 
French nuns. 

“I would fail in my mission if I 
did not spend time with those 
whom Jesus loved particularly 
because of their misery, because 
they needed comfort, relief, heal- 
ing and hope,” he added. 

After 'helicoptering back to 
Abidjan, the Pope bade farewell 
to Africa at an airport ceremony 
and wanted Africans of the dan- 
gers of Western materialism as 
well as atheistic ideologies. 

“Goodbye, Africa,” he said 
before entering his Air Afrique 
DC- 10 airliner for Rome. 

The Pope told Ivoty Coast Pres- 
ident Felix Houphouet- Boigny 
and a big airport crowd that he had 
been encouraged in his six-nation 
tour, also including Zaire, the 
Congo, Kenya, Ghana and Upper 
Volta, by Africa's desire for prog- 
ress. 

“But the temptation is big to 
demolish instead of build, to buy 
arms at great cost for populations 
which need bread, to want to grab 
power while the poor dream of 
peace, or to succumb to the drun- 
ken desire for profit benefitting a 
privileged class,” the Pope 
warned. 

Alluding to Western consumer 
society, he added: “You do not 
have to imitate certain foreign 
models... You do not have to run 
after artificial needs which give 
you illusory freedom or which lead 
you to individualism.” 

Rejecting Marxist solutions for 
Africa, he said that “you also do 
not need to delude yourselves 
about the virtues of ideologies 
which make you dream of a com- 
plete happiness which is always 
postponed until tomorrow.” 

“ Be yourselves.” he urged Afri- 
cans. “You can show the world 
that you can solve your own prob- 
lems, with humanitarian, 
economic and cultural assistance 
which is only right, but guided in 
the correct direction." 

The Pope added that Africans 
should set high standards of hon- 
esty, a sense of work, of service 
and the common good, and a deep 
sense of belonging to society .

NATO meeting expected to

BRUSSELS. Mat 12 (API - It is 
billed as the Western alliance’s 
first high-level conference in 
response to the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 

But Wednesday’s joint meeting 
of North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
isation (NATO) foreign and 
defence ministers may be remem- 
bered instead as the alliance’s first 
response to Mr. Edmund Muskie. 

The new U.S. secretary of state, 
sworn in Thursday, w ill be under- 
taking hi* first foreign mission 
under the scrutinv of his coun- 
terparts from the 14 other N ATO 
nations. 

“The purpose of the meeting is 
to register solidarity within the 
alliance in regard to recent events 
in Afghanistan" a NATO dip- 
lomat said. “But what everyone 
will be focussing on i* Muskie." 

When Mr. Muskie’s pre- 
decessor. Mr. Cyrus Vance, res- 
igned to protest the Iran policy of 
the administration of President 
Jimmy Carter, leaders of several 
NATO countries, including Great 
briiain. West Germany and Italy, 
issued statements of regret. Mr. 
Vance’s low-key approach to dip- 
lomacy suited the European style. ■ 

"Of course there will be com- 
parison* between the two — Mus- 
kie and Vance." said the diplomat, 
who asked that his name not be 
published. "It’s only natural." 

At the meeting, the allies are 
expected to announce a series of 
long-and short-term responses to 
Soviet activities in Afghanistan, 
which have rekindled feat* of 
Russian armed might in the 
United Stales and Western 
Europe. 


The measures, described by one 
official as “unspectacular," are 
believed to fall into the category of 
acceleration-- by months or 
years- -of previously agreed-upon 
plans. 

Most of them are designed to 
.increase allied strength in Euro- 
pean defence and to make up for 
any potential diversion of U.S. 
forces to other parts of the world. 

But officials are quick to puint 
out there are no plans to reduce 
U.S. strength in Europe or shift 
300.000 U.S. soldiers in Europe 
to fight small wars in other parts of 
the world. The changes would 
involve U.S. soldiers in domestic 
U.S. posts earmarked for deploy- 
ment to Europe in case 
emergency.

— A strengthening of the num- 
bers and training programmes of 
reservists in Europe to make them 
able to respond more quickly to an 
invasion. 

-- Sharpening of NATO read- 
iness. For example, equipment 
needed for a response would be 
shifted from warehouse to truck* 
to cut down supply lines and the 
time needed to prepare military- 
hardware for use. 

-- An increase in funds for elec- 
tronic warfare, such as jamming 
stations that interrupt a potential 
enemy’s communication system. 

--An increase in stockpiles of 
ammunition available for instant 
use in case of war. Some nations 
with stock* for a 30-day fight 
would be asked to increase their 


at -hand '•lock* in a 9U-dav supply. 

-- The long-term measures 
would include a renewed com- 
mitment by all N ATO nation* to 
increase their defence spending by 
three per cent a* they agreed to du 
at a summit meeting in Washing- 
ton in 197S. 

The Europeans may also agree 
to institute contingency plans to 
use their nations' Chilian wide- 
bodied aircraft to transport troops 
in case of emergency, in addition' 
to the U.S. civilian craft now ear- 
marked for *uch purposes. 

“This is not a case when: the 
United States come* in with a 
shopping Ii*t and the allies are 
asked to agree to them.” the dip- 
lomat said. “These things have 
been in the planning stages for a 
long time and a lot of work has 
gone into them. 

“I think there is general con- 
sensu* in the alliance that they are 
necessary.” he said. “Of course, 
each country has problems that 
have to be taken into con- 
sideration when plan* are made." 

Among the problem* are 
French and Greek non- 
participation in NATO military 
activities and economic hardship 
in Turkey and Portugal. 

On the eve of the meeting 
another problem surfaced. Bel- 
gium said Iasi December it would 
decide in six months on whether to 
deploy medium- range nuclear 
missiles on its soil. But Belgian 
caretaker prime minister Wilfrid 
Martens, try ing to put together a 
government coalition that 
includes missile opponents, 
announced yesterday the decision 
has been postponed indefinitely.

Brazil's progressive Roman 
Catholic bishop* have sided with 
the strikers, although their strike 
was ruled illegal by the regional 
labour court. which ha* strained 
church-slate relations. 

Pope John Paul is due to pay an 
official visit to Brazil in two 
munths time, and official sources 
admit these differences could lead 
to embarrassment during the Pon- 
tiffs stay. 

The strike has been a severe test 
for (he government and its prom- 
ise to restore full civilian demo- 
cratic rule to Brazil within the next 
five year*. 

About 70 per cent of the one 
million vehicle* manufactured in 
Brazil each year are produced in 
Sao Paulo factories and sources in 
the industry said over S400 mil- 
lion was lost in the first three 
weeks of the strike. 

Brazil also lost at least $50 mil- 
lion in hadly -needed foreign cur- 
rency when between 5.000 and 
b.000 vehicles and spare parts 
were not produced for export dur- 
ing the stoppage, the sources said. 

Hopes for a quick end to the 
strike faded when employers 
rejected outright worker*' 
demands for a 1 5 percent increase 
in productivity pay and guarantees 
that their job* were safe. 

The local regional court then 
stepped in and in a surprise ruling 
announced that it was incom- 


petent to decide on the legality of 
the strike. At the same lime, it 
decreed chat workers should 
receive increases of between 
seven and eight per cent. 

Lfo ion officials accepted the 
increase* hut decided to continue 
the dispute as management 
refused to give any guarantee on 
jobs. 

The regional court then ruled 
that the maintenance of the strike 
was unlawful, paving the way for 
government action to bring about 
a settlement. 

Eighteen union leaders were 
arrested under national security 
laws and other labour officials 
were removed from their posts 
and replaced by government 
appointees to renew negotiations 
with management. 

But more than 1 50.000 workers 
defied orders to return to work 
and held rallies, banned by the 
police, to protest against the arrest 
of their leaders and show their 
determination to obtain their 
demands. 


He appealed to the authorities 
to help det u*c a tense situation by 
releasing union officials arrested 
for urging the continuation of the 
strike. 

“The climate of tension in Sao 
Paulo could lead to reverberations 
throughout the country.. .We hope 
to avoid provocations and incite- 
ment* to violence," the cardinal 
said.

In the face of the government 
crackdown, the church came out 
openly in support of the workers, 
collecting strike funds, dis- 
tributing food to families of poor 
worker* and allowing churches to 
be used a* meeting centres for 
strikers. 

This support prompted the gov- 
ernment to accuse Sao fciulo 
bishops of assuming the lead- 
ership of the strike. A~ presidential 
spokesman charged that they had 
broken their canonical law* by 
becoming entangled in politics. 

Brazilian President Joao 
Figueiredo, who pledged to 
restore democracy when he took 
office little more than a year ago, 
said he disapproved of the 
church’s involvement. 

He added that he hud heard rhat 
Sao Paulo Archbishop Paulo 
Evaristo Amx, an outspoken 
champion of the underprivileged, 
was encouraging workers to ^tay 
away from their jobs. 

The Brazilian bishops, meeting 
in the capital Brazilia. rejected 
accusations that bishop* or priests 
had adopted Marxist ideoloeies 
and said they supported the right 
of workers to strike without link- 
ing the church with any political 
party. 

Cardinal Ams in defending his 
attitude said the right to strike was 
included in the Brazilian con- 
stitution and denied that the 
church was leading the workers’ 
protests. 


The single step that has roused 
most concern was the arrest of Mr. 
Luiz Inucio da Silva, the head of 
the powerful 140.000-Miung Sao 
Bernardo metalworker* union, 
who has hcen charged with 
incitement to strike. 

Known throughout Brazil as 
“Lulu.” he recently founded a 
workers’ party when government 
reforms introduced fast year per- 
mitted a party system after 16 
year* of authoritarian rule. 

He has gained tremendous 
popularity among the working 
classes and the respect of many 
middle das* people for his untir- 
ing work in defence of workers’ 
rights. 

If he is convicted of the 
charges — ir could be several 
months before he goes on 
trial— hi* political career will be 
oyer. A person found guilty of civil 
disobedience is barred from hold- 
ing political office in Brazil. 

The confrontation between the 
church and state over the Sao 
Paulo labour unrest has prompted 
pre** speculation that the Pope 
might cancel hi* visit to Brazil. 

But the papal nuncio in Brasilia, 
Monsignor Carmine Rocco. told 
journalists recently rhat there was 
no question of a postponement. 

No date or official programme 
has yet been announced although 
it has variously been suggested 
that the Pontiff would ariiv e i n 
Brazil on June 30. July 4 or July 13 
contributing to farther rumours 
that the church and government 
cannot agree on an itinerary.
